WHEREAS, two gifted dreamers, Orville and Wilbur Wright, could hardly 
have visualized early this century that their invention would play a major 
role in shaping the fate of mankind; that aviation has been underscored by a 
dramatic series of epoch-making achievements; and that the key topeaceful^ 
aeronautical commerce probably can be traced directly to the development ot 
air-mail service -- the first practical application of flight to economic 
and social progress; and

than two dozen airv/ay radio stations. Air mail pilots received weather reports, 
and departure and arrival times, administrative messages from government radio 
operators, who relayed aviation data across the nation; and 

WHEREAS, this tiny network has grown to a sophisticated communications 
system with instant, accurate access to whatever information any pilot needs 
to know; and 

WHEREAS, today, these facilities function as Flight Service Stations 
within the framework of the Federal Aviation Administration, Department of 
Transportation; and, particularly serving the private pilot. Flight Service 
Specialists provide airmen with scientific weather data, information on 
navigational aids and airports and offer a wide range of other aeronautical 
services; and, through the modern communications equipment available to them, 
Flight Service Specialists keep pilots in immediate touch with all conditions 
affecting their flights; and, if necessary, can usually locate pilots, lost or 
otherwise in distress, and guide them safely home; and 

WHEREAS, the Flight Service Station also functions as the civilian 
partner with all military aviation operating within the continental limits of 
the United States and serves as the connector between FAA's Air Route Traffic 
Control Centers and the many military flights that take place daily; and

WHEREAS, the Civil Defense statute is a remedial statute to be 
construed liberally to effectuate its purposes, and that the reasonable rules 
and regulations promulgated and adopted thereunder shall have the full force 
and effect of a statutory law:

WHEREAS, Hurricane Camille struck the Mississippi Gulf Coast and 
South Mississippi on August 17, 1969, with such fury that it has been described 
as ”the most devastating hurricane in the history of America*’; and 

WHEREAS, Hurricane Camille left in its wake a tragic toll of death 
and destruction; and 

WHEREAS, this is a matter of great concern to every Mississippian, 
and likewise, to the President and Congress of the United States of America; and 

WHEREAS, the economy of the affected area and the State of Mississippi 
has been seriously crippled as a result of the damage visited upon us by the afore¬ 
mentioned disaster; and 

WHEREAS, such economy will be substantially influenced by the combined 
efforts of the local. State, and Federal governments, and private industry in 
rebuilding and reconstituting the devastated area; and 

WHEREAS, the President of the United States of America has demonstrated 
his profound concern and deep personal interest in the recovery problems and plans, 
to the extent of his visiting and viewing firsthand the scene of this great disaster; 
and 




WHEREAS, the President’s initial concern was shown previously through a 
personal inspection trip of the area by the Vice President of the United States and 
Members of the President’s Cabinet; and 

WHEREAS, President Nixon’s visit to Mississippi marks the first time a 
President of the United States has set foot on the soil of Mississippi during his 
term of office since the visit of President Franklin Delano Roosevelt more than a 
quarter century ago; and 

WHEREAS, the people of the State of Mississippi are most grateful for 
the President’s concern and interest in the welfare of our State and in our rebuilding 
efforts, particularly in his personal visit as a reflection thereof: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, John Bell Williams, Governor of tlie State of 
Mississippi, In full recognition of the premises, do hereby proclaim Monday, the 
8th day of September, A* D., 1969, as 

PRESIDENT RICHARD M. NIXON APPRECIATION DAY

A PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS, The State of Mississippi, and particularly the counties of 
Hancock, Harrison and Jackson, has been subject to unprecedented destruction 
of property and the breakdown of utilities and communications and unmanageable 
congestion of vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, The civilian authority and control of essential functions are 
not capable in parts of areas so affected to provide the essentials of main¬ 
taining law and order and control of the movement of people and vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, It is necessary that there be a minimum of interference with 
the pr imar y mission of all personnel and equipmeut engaged in the restoration 
of utilities, communications and the other essentials for good order; and 

WHEREAS, It is impossible under existing circumstances for local 
officials of the several municipalities and counties to meet the needs to 
protect the lives and the property in the stricken areas and to restore and 
preserve order and to provide adequate relief for the stricken areas; and 

WHEREAS, The public safety requires State action and cannot be 
successfully met by individual municipal or county action; and 

WHEREAS, The Governor of the State of Mississippi has been called 
upon by all the public officials within the counties of Hancock, Harrison 
and Jackson, Mississippi, to declare a state of martial law: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, John Bell Williams, Governor of the State of 
Mississippi and Commander in Chief of the military forces of the State of 
Mississippi, do hereby declare that martial law shall be in effect throughout 
the counties of Hancock, Harrison and Jackson, Mississippi, until such time 
as I shall terminate martial law in any area or areas because civilian authority 
and control can effectively be restored, subject to the following limitations: 

1) The Adjutant General of the State of Mississippi shall administer 
such martial law and shall issue such rules, proclamations and orders as may 
be deemed necessary by the Governor of the State of Mississippi for that pur¬ 
pose during the emergency* 

2) Authority hereunder shall not affect the functioning of civil 
authorities in their proprietary functions. 

3) Authority hereunder shall not affect the functioning of business 
enterprises that are open and capable of functioning, 

4) Authority hereunder shall not affect the conduct of elections- 

5) Authority hereunder shall not affect the functioning of civilian courts, 

I hereby require all citiEens of the counties of Hancock, Harrison and 
Jackson, Mississippi, and all other persons within the State of Mississippi to 
obey promptly and fully, in letter and in spirit, such proclamations, rules and 
orders as The Adjutant General of the State of Mississippi, or his subordinates, 
may issue during the present emergency.

the security, well-being, and health of the citizens of the State of Mississippi;

Hinds, Claiborne, Copiah, Jefferson, Lincoln, Franklin, Adams, Wilkinson,
